Background and Aim ■ 

The step from the theory of teacher training to its practice is a large and dramatic 

one. Prepared solely by visits to other teachers' classes, the trainee is confronted 
with the task of teaching an entire class for an entire period. The feedback which the 
trainee is offered is given via another person and is often unsystematic. Microteaching 
can provide a supplement here. The complexity of teaching practice is reduced - often 
there are five pupils, the lesson lasts five minutes and one teaching skill is prac- 
tised at a time. Closed circuit is used for concrete exemplification of what is to be 
practised (model lesson) and to give the trainee a feedback of his own behaviour 
(self-confrontation). The sequence practice lesson - model - selfconfrontation 
practice lesson is repeated. Our work aims among other things to analyse the efficacy_ 
of these components.

Subjects assessed training meth- 
odology in a questionnaire. Most of the computer processing will take the form of 
covariance analysis using achievements on the first teaching occasion as covariates.

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Background and Aim 

Construction of new standardized achievement tests for grades 6 and 8 of comprehen- 
sive. school and experiments in this connection with new kinds of tests, above all as 
regards oral production, together with correlation studies to ascertain the relation 
between different aspects of linguistic skill. Previous standard tests have consisr 
ted of a relatively limited number of subsidiary tests which have been used for sev- 
eral years in succession. The object now is to construct on a somewhat more long- 
term basis a reserve of tests from which a number of tests can then be sampled each 
year. This will mak e for a broader steering effect as well as reducing the risk of 
teacher working with a particular test in mind.

The subsidiary tests comprising the test for grade 8 were successively tried out dur- 
ing the spring term of 1971 on upwards of 200 pupils each: some 1 000 pupils have 
t ak en part altogether. A major trial will be carried out in Sept. 1971 with about 
2 600 punila taking all the subsidiary tests. 

Methods ' 

Most of the measuring instruments are new constructions as regards both types cf tests 
and - of course - items; certain subsidiary tests however have oocured in preliminary 
guise in previous GUME experiments. The tests were critically reviewed by Swedish 
experts on English and by native speakers of English before Deing tried out in class. 
Computer processing comprises items analysis, correlation calculations, reliability 
tests, validity tests against teachers’ awards and the results of previous standard 
tests etc. and it is hoped that certain factor-analytical studies will eventually be 
possible.

Stan ^.-r ri achievement tests in English do not include any tasks where pupils are. 
confronted with the task of learning something completely new and then reporting it. 
We wish to find out whether this type of pure learning could supplement the present 
test battery and make it more reliable. We have studied learning capacity with 
respect to unknown English substantives over a certain period of time to see how 
many words pupils could learn in this time. We also intend to study the correlation 
of this learning capacity with marks, general ability and marks for English.

Retention test ten days later, The results were correlated with a standardized achieve- 
ment test, reading comprehension test and, as mentioned above, with marks for English 
and other subjects.

The aim has been to develop a systematic aim-oriented programme for the treatment of 
aggressive behaviour in pre-school children and to evaluate this programme. The pro- 
gramme has been based on pre-school social education objectives.

Background and Aim 

The need has long been felt for a materials and method system to promote systematic 
and individualised reading practice at middle level to a greater extent than has been 
done by current readers. The aim of the projeot is to produce material of thie kind. 

importance is attached to r ea d in g comprehension retaining and experience reading. 
All reading and practice material is produoed in three versions, one for the most 
advanced readers, one for the average group in the clash and a third for poor readers. 
The aim here is for all pupils - regardless of reading ability - to be supplied with 
reading material suited to their age and interests. This arrangement also facilitates 
colleotife follow-up in a full class — e.g. in the form of dramatization, discussion 
or written practice. 



During the first stage reading material will be produced for grade 4 only. Continuous 
tests will be made in a few classes as production proceeds. The verification phase 
is planned to involve some fifty classes and teachers during the school year 1971/72. 



So far an analysis of aims and a review of research have been carried out and a 
teacher questionnaire administered with a view to charting current practice and needs, 
in addition to whxch tests have been constructed for diagnosis and level determination. 
The text material, mainly by authors of children's books, has been oollected, the 
practice material constructed and a teacher's guide compiled. A test edition is now 
being printed by UtbildningBforlaget. A group of experts consisting of school inspec- 
tors, advisers, teachers and publishing experts is taking part in this work on a 
regular basis. 



The project began during the school year 1968/69 and is expected to be completed in 
1972/73. The final year will be devoted to the realization of the project in regular 
teaching.
